To provide adequate and wnolesome 


•ocial life for the students of the Fort 
Wayne high school, and to leave the in 
auguration and control of the functions 
as largely ,ai possible in the hands of 
the students themselves, but with the 
counsel and supervision of older heads, 
ia the gist of a suggestion just advanced 
by Prof. C. T. Lane, principal of the 
hic'h school.

Jnent a list of the socal events to be 
undertaken during the year with dates. 
The obiect is to limit the events to a 
reasonable number

to distribute 


them wisely as to dates. It is possi- 
ble that if the number of evenings and 
the dates when a hall will be needed 
can be determined earlv in the year, a 
contract for the hall could be made 
for a number of nights at a reduced 
cost.) .

Now Arizona Tries It 


California's muddle over the anti-alien land legisla- 


tion has engaged public attention so largely during the 
past few weeks that little note has been take of the fact 
that Arizona has just passed and Governor Hunt has 
signed a similar measure that is even move drastic in its 
provisions than the California act which has prompted 
Japan to make a formal protest, alleging violation of na- 
tional treaty agreements. Going considerably in advance 
of the new California enactment, the Arizona measure 
raises the bar against alien ownership of land regardless 
'of eligibility to citizenship. 


It directly prohibits any alien, whether of Caucasian 


br Mongolian descent, from owning real estate in Arizona 
!f he has not declared his intention of becoming a citizen 
'of the state. This estops not only Asiatics, who cannot 
become citizens, but also many wealthy Mexicans who re- 
Bide on the American side of the line but who have main- 
tained their allegiance to Mexico. The latter were behind 
a vigorous but fruitless effort to have the new law apply 
only to aliens ineligible to citizenship, so that Mexican 
holders of property in Arizona would not be affected, but 
under the provisions of the new law they will be compelled 
to dispose of real estate within the next five years, the law 
Exempting only mining claims held by aliens. 


In its action Arizona declares it has been careful to 


ttiake its law apply to all aliens in compliance with wishes 
of the national administration as expressed by Secretary, 
Bryan to the California legislature, and this fact may in 
a measure at least determine the efficiency of the remedy 
proposed by President Wilson to avoid violation of treaty 
obligations'incurred by the United States as a whole. The 
question as developed by the California action against the 
Japanese is so involved and so unique for the United 
States that its importance can hardly be overestimated. 
The principle that a state should have the largest possible 
-measure of control over the character of its citizenship is 
infinitely moro vital to those states whir-h find the, Asiatic 
issue confronting them than we who are without it can 
.realize. It is one for which definite lines cannot be map- 
ped out too quickly. 


Prof. Chester T. Lane, principal of the Fort Wayne

Fort Wayne Men Fought Under Different Flags in Memorable 


Three Days Battle on Field of Gettysburg Long Years Ago 


One Was a Boy in Blue; Other a Boy in 


Gray-Now After Fifty Years Have 
Passed The Sentinel Brings L. P. Hul- 
burd and A. L. Bagby Together Before 
the Camera. 


W 


HEN in the early spring of 1861 


nov. fifty-two years ago, the 
cloud of the war of the rebel- 


lion had broken and involved the na- 
tion in :i long and bloody civil con- 
flict, two of the well known men of 
Fort Wayne today who participated in 
that struggle ware young men—one 17 
years of age and the other 20. 


One, 
Loyal P. Hulbard, now agent of 


the American 
and 
National Express 


companies in thie city, was then a 
former's boy, living near the town of 
Watervillc, Vt. 
He enlisted 
in 
the 


early spring of 1861 in the union army 
and fought with the union forces in 
the battle ot Gettysburg on July 2, :) 
and 4, 18C3. 


The otl'er young man in that early 


spring time of fifty-two years ago was 
a son of the south—Albert Bagby, for 
many 
years 
a constable for Wayne 


township and now serving as euch in 
Fort \V'ayne. 
His home was then at 


Danville, Vn. 
He entered the confed- 


erate army and fought .with that arm}- 
in the battle of Gettysburg. 


Until The Sentinel roporter brought 


these two men together for the pur- 
pose of having the accompanying pic- 
ture taken neither know that the other , 
had been a foeman in that memorable 
battle of nearly fifty years ago, the fif- 
tieth anniversary of which will b« cele- 
brated the first week of July on the 
Held of Gettysburg by a grand reunion 
of the boys in blue and tho boys in 
gray—a reunion 
for 
which elaborate 


preparations are being made and which 
will be attended by the surviving old 
soldiers of every state in the union. 


Answered First Call. 


Mr. Hulburd was among the first in 


his state to respond to his country's 
call. He left hie farm homo at Water- 
villc and enlisted in company II. Second 
Vermont infantry, on April 
Ifi, 1801, 


the company having been enlisted at 
Watcrvillc. and noon after his regiment 
was in active service in the Army of 
the Potomac. 


With that nrmy he wns in every bat- 


tle in which hi» brigade, the Second di- 
vision, Sixth corps, fought, except when 
his regiment was off on detached duty 
—from the battle of Bull Run to the 
fight in I lent of the trenches at Peters- 
burg. 
At the battle of Spottsylvania 


he was wounded. A bullet struck him 
over the heart nnd but for the protec- 
tion his army accoutrements afforded 
him it would have meant death. He re- 
covered from his tround and rejoined 
his regiment. 
Hn -wan discharged from 


the service on June 29, 1864. 


At Oettyphurg his regiment and di- 


vision worn in the thickest of the fight 
and throughout the three days' battle 
Mr. Hulburd was with it and also in 
tho marches nnd engagements that fol- 
lowed. He was a lino drillmaster and 
served 
aj 
orderly 
sergeant, compli- 


mented as such 
by 
his commander, 


General Sedgwick. 


Mr. Hulburd belonged to a family 


of soldiers 
His two brothers and his 


father, 
Daniel C., wore also soldiers 


in the war of the rebellion. One of his 
brothers was in the regular army pre- 
vious to the war, entering the service 
in 18S8. 
Ho served throughout tho wnr 


of the rebellion. 
Paid by the State. 


One of the features of the army serv- 


ice of Loynl Hulburd was that be re- 
ceived double pay while in the civil 
war, 
pay 
from 
Ihc government 
and 


also pay from the state of Vermont. 
Vermont paid all lier soldiers in tho 
•war of the rebellion at the rate of $i 
a month. It was the only state in the 
union that did it. 
On receiving his discharge from the 


•war service the 
first employment of 


Mr 
Hulb-.ird was with the American 


Express company at Cleveland, 0. This 
wns on September 12, 1804. 
Afterward 


he was made agent for the company 
in that city and was with it there for 
twenty-seven yoars. Tn January of 18111 
he was transferred to Fort Wayne as 
agent and. has served in that capacity 
continuously since. 


Mr. Hulburd says that since he en- 


tered tha employ of the company in 
September of 1864 he has been on duty 
every day. In less than a year and 
a half he 'will have completed a Jmlt 
century of service as "expressman." 


In the Southern Army. 


Constable Bagby was 20 years old 


when he entered the eonfere.date army 
et, Danville, ,Va., on April 20. 1881. 
Before that for a few years he had 
been in the Virginia state militia. There 
were two such companies at Danville, 
one "the Grays" and tho other "the 
Blues." 
He belonged to "the Grays." 


When the civil war broke out both com- 
panies entered the confederate service. 
Tho company to which Mr. Bagby be- 
longed beciimo Company H. Eighteenth 
Virginia infantry. 


Mr. Bagby was a native son of the 


south. Ho was born at Banister, Hali- 
fax 
county, Virginia. 
There he at- 


tended school and received a good edu- 
cation. When 17 years of age he went 
to Danville and learned the printer's 
trade, working on the Rernocrat in that 
city. 
Afterward, with his brother-in- 


law, 
C. D. DeMott, he entered into the 


carriage 
manufacturing 
business and 


was thus engaged when the war broke 
out. 


His regiment rendezvdod at Richmond 


and to that city his company went, 
where they were mustered into serv- 
ice, becoming a part of General Pick- 
ett's brigade. 
In all the battles in 


which his corps participated, except the 
battles of the Wilderness and at Chan- 
colors, Mr. Baghv took part. 
When 


those occurred his regiment assisted in 
heading of Union General Butler and 
his army, und this they did successful- 
ly, for B::tlcr's army mot a crushing 
defeat. 


Wounded at Gettysburg. 


In the battle of Gettysburg ho wus 


twice wounded. 
He was first, shol in 


the hand, and then continuing in the 
tight, suffered a bullet wound in one 
cheek. This was when the battle was 
nearinn- its close. 
Afterward he went 


to his home at Danville aud on his re- 
covcrv 
from his wounds rejoined 
his 


igimcnt and participated 
with it in 


all of its (iigageraents and hardships. 


With others of General Lee's forces 


he was taken prisoner, but escaped on 
April 6. 180."i, just three days after tho 
surrender of Lee. 
His escape was at 


Berkville. Va., and from there he again 
returned to his home at Danville, hav- 


ig been in the confederate service a 


little over four years. 


Soon alter the war closed Mr. Bagby 


was elected bv the council of his hom'e 
town as chief 
of 
police of Danville, 


serving as such for two yours. 
Then, 


in 1868, he went to Iowa, but not long 
afterward moved to Wnbnsh. Ind., where 
he started a newspaper called the Free 
Trader. 
This he conducted for three 


year's selling it to 
Leo Linn, and in 


"l878 movou to Fort Wayno. 


In this city he has resided continu- 


ously since. 
For some yenrs ho was 


engaged in the business of selling mon- 
uments and traveled 
throughout the 


country and towns ami cities of this 
vicinity. 
For the last sixteen years he 


has served as constable of Wayne town- 
ship, and as such is widely known. 


In Mew York Regiment 


Although Mr. Hulburd and .Mr. Bagby 


have received invitations to atcend the 
fiftieth anniversary of the battle .or 
Gettysburg, which will be a reunion of 
the surviving union and confederate 
soldiers participating iu that memor- 
able 
struggle, 
neither 
may 
attend. 


However, another surviving union vet- 
eran of this city who was in that hard- 
fought struggle of three days, will at- 
tend, having already received his rail- 
road transportation, which the Gettys- 
burg 
anniversary 
management 
sends 


free to the soldiers who took part in 
free entertainment while in camp on 
tho battle of Gettysburg and also 
the. 
Gettysburg field. 


This is Hiram B. Woolscy. 
He was 


a soldier in a New York regiment, Com- 
pany G, 122d New York infantry, and 
was badly wounded on the third and 
last day 'of tho battle. His right eye 
was bit by a shell from the rebel guns 
nnd ho losl tho sight of the optic, hav- 
ing been confined in a New York hos- 
pital for three months after the bat- 
tlo.Mr. Woolsey was 22 yearn old when 
he enlisted. 
He had left his native 


home nt Jordan, N. Y., and had gone 
to Syracuse, the snjne state, and ^ was 
working at the carpenter's trade there. 
Tho wnr fever struck him in June of 
1802 and or. the 28th of that month he 
enlisted and, with his regiment, was 
sent to the front, joining the Army of 
the Potomac.' 
Fought at ATrteitam. 


One of the first battles in which ho 


participated wns nt Anteitam in 1802. 
Then earns a number of other ongngo- 
mo.nts, battles the severest and hardest 
fought of the war in whicli the Army 
of 
the . Potomac, 
participated, 
hut 


throughout them all Mr. Woolsey es- 
caped without severe wounds until the 
battle, of Gettysburg. 


Recovering from his injuries in that 


hat.tlc ho rejoined his regiment in Vir-

Potomac, icmaining in native nurvicc to 
the close of the war and taking part in 
all the battles in which tho brigade 
and his icgitnent was assigned was en- 
gaged. 


Discharged 
from the United States 


army sen ice on June 23, ISOfi, Mr. 
Woolaey onme to Fort Wayne and took 
employment with the Olds Wheel works, 
later boin; advanced to tho pouition of 
foreman of one of the departments. Ho 
remained 
with this establishment for 


years, untii he retired from business, 
uud since then has been in tho employ- 
ment of the Olds Coal company. 


A Michigan Sharpshooter. 


Another union soldier now living in 


Fort Wayne who wns in the three days' 
battle 
at 
Gettysburg was James B. 


Long. He belonged to ft company known 
as the "Michigan Sharpshooters," which 
was made a part of the Sixteenth Mich- 
igan regiment, one of the regiments in 
the civil war which was composed of 
eleven 
companies. 
'The 
"Michigan 


Sharpshooters" was attached to it alter 
ten of its companies had been mustered 
into service as a full regiment, 


Mr. Long enlisted at Decatur, Mich., 


in October of 18(11. 
At that time he 


was 23 years old and was employed iu 
a factory 
in Decalur. 
His 
regiment 


was assigned to the Army of the Po- 
tomac and all its service during the 
war was in the east. It participated 
in the battle of Anteitam, the seoond 
Bull Run, the seven days' fight at 
Gainesville, V'a., and other important 
engagements, including Gettysburg. 


-It was at Gainesville Mr. Long foamed 


in recent years that he had as a foe- 
man, on the confederate side, Albert 
Bagby of this city, mentioned above. 
Thi; two often talk over their experi- 
ences in this battle and also at Gettys- 
burg. 


In the .'all of 1864 Mr. Long, with his 


regiment, was discharged and he re- 
turned to his home at Decatur, Mich., 
later taking employment in a factory 
ut, Brimlield, Ind. 
It was at a little 


town near thero that ho served fo a. 
time as postmaster. 
Thirty-livo years 


ago he moved to Fort Wayne, where he 
has resided .continuously since, engaged 
in different employments. 
Hia son eon- 


ducts the Long Novelty store on Cal- 
houn street, opposite the cathedral. The 
father spends much of his time in that 
store assisting 
in 
the sales depart- 


ment.

Mr. Otto was a 


member HI the 2(12d Pennsylvania vol- 
unteer infantry, serving from July 15, 
ISM, to August .1, 1805. 


He did not participate in tho. battle 


of Gettysburg, but ho .did active serv- 
ice as a messenger for the union cause, 
riding throughout that rogion of the 
country ni.'d 
carrying 
notice to the 


town* and the farmers of tho approach 
of the confederate army on its march 
•toward Gettysburg, and in that way 


rendered valuable service to thousands 
of town rrd country penplo. 


Thu boyhood home of Mr. Otto was 


at 
X<!\vvi!l«, 
in 
Cumberland county, 


Pennsylvania. 
When, in 18111. the war 


broke, out. ho was a hid of 12 3'ears 
of ago. 
Ho. sought to onlist in Company 


I, Ninth Pomisylvonhi. cavalry, 
which 


was recruited in tho vicinity of his 
home, and was allowed by the cuptain 
to go to H;irri«bug. 
Thorn the army 


officers refused to swear him into serv- 
ice, ami ho. returned to iiis home. 


His service as messenger on the ap- 


proach of tho confederates toward Get- 
tysburg led to his enlistment on July 
IS, 1804. in Company H, 2(>2d Pennsyl- 
vania infantry, then only ]f> years of 
ngo, and ho porrod us ji soldier with the 
regiment until its discharge in August 
of 
ISOr,. 


After tho clow of tho war Mr. Otto 


engaged in 
various 
occupations, the 


principal one of which, wan that of :i 
paintor. 
Ho canio to Fort Wayne about 


twelve years ago. For Homo years he 
conducted tho Otto house on Calhoun 
street, not fn-r from the Pennsylvania 
depot. 
A year ago he removed to his 


present locution. 


His Regiment in Battle. 


Although II'IB regiment, the Twentieth 


Indiana, was* in the battlo of Gett.ys- 
burg, Boninniin F. Tinkhnm, formerly 
a grocer conducting a store on West 
Superior j?tro.At., but now retired, was 
prevented from being a participant in 
th» engagement. 
While it was raging 


h« was confined with typhoid fever in 
the Fairfax Seminary hospital, where 
he was for two months. 


Mr. Tinkham enlisted on Junn 22, 


18(11, and servil as a soldier until his 
discharge in July of 18(14, participating 
in most of thn battles in which his regi- 
ment; was engaged. 
Some time beforo 


being senf, to tho hospital ho was made 
a prisoner by 
the 
confodorat.es and 


spent forty 
days 
in the rebel Libby 


prison. 


After being released from prison, by 


exchange, ho again joined his regiment 
as ho did also aftor recovering from 
his long illness in tho hospital. 
Ho 


said to Tim Sentinel reporter that Jacob 
Shell of Fort Wayne, who diod recent- 
ly, was a member of his regiment and 
participated in the battle of Gettys- 
burg. 


Mr. Tinkhnm enlisted at. Peru. Ind. 


At that time ho was 22 years of nge 
and previously had followed the voca- 
tion of a school teacher. 


Was in Detached Service. 


It was said to The Sentinel reporter 


that John .Sergeant, who resides nt 418 
West Pontiac street, was one of the 
old soldiers now a resident of Fort 
Wayne 
who had participated in tho 


battle of Gettysburg. 
When seen at his 


home by tlio reporter Mr. Sergeant, saiil 
"No, I was not, in that battle. 
With 


others of my regiment, the 100th Now 
York.. I war, on detached duty at. thnt 
time." 


Mr. Serena ill lived in Now York st.air 


at tho, tiim- of his enlistment, August 
II, 1802. lie 
nerved 
throughout 
the 


remainder of tho wnr and participated 
in all tho other gront battles in which 
his regiment was engaged in the Army 
of Potomac. 


For mnny yours after the wnr he 


resided in the. vicinity of Poo. in this 
county. 
He was postmaster there, for 


a number of years. Something over. » 


year ago ho moved to Fort Wayne and 
this has ainco boon his homo. 


In Gettysburg Battle. 


Although a resident of Woonter, ()., 


where he wns engaged in tho drug busi- 
ness at tho time the civil war broke out 
and for a few month* afterward. John 


effollingor, now residing in Fort Wayne, 


enlisted us a 1'nion soldier at Akron. O. 
He had gone there on a business mission 
and while in that city the "wnr fever" 
flei/od him and \vilh others ho enlisted 
in Company II, 2!>th Ohio regiment. 


The regiment was mustered into sorv- 


ico at Jefferson, O., on October in, 1881, 
aud was sent, to West. Virginia. 
Th" 


first goners! battle iu whieh it partici- 
pated was at Winchester, Vn., and fol- 
lowing this it went into camp on Juno 
0. 1S02. at Port: Republic. \ol long lifter 
Mr. HolTollingor, with ninety-six otlwv 
members of his regiment, WHS taken pris- 
oner by tho rebels and taken to prison 
nt Lynclibiirg, Vn.. and lator to Helln 
Island, where on September 1(1, 18(12, 
they were paroled nnd in November ot 
that, year exchanged. 


Going buck to his regiment, hn par- 


ticipated in the battle of Ohnnoellors- 
villo and other engagements and then in 
tlio throe days' battle nt, Gettvsburg.

Mr. HefTelfinger participated in the last 


battlo of the civil war, that, at Be.nton- 
villo, N". C., nnd in July of 18115 with nifl 
regiment he was discharged.

home hi- again resumed civil pursuits ami 
in May of ISfiO came, to Fort Wayne. 
For eighteen years he wns in thp employ 
as clerk of Pixloy A, Co. In this city. 


Enlisted as College Student. 


Col. D. N. Foster, who was in the 


three dnys' brittle at Gettysburg, was a 
collfgn student at an academy in Mont- 
gomery, X. Y., at the time of his enlist- 
ment, on the morning of tlio, day follow- 
ing the president's first call for troops in 
April of IStll. Ho was then 2(1 years of 
age. 
The students nt, the college hud 


"raised an American flag" nnd Mr. Fns- 
ter WIIH tho orator of tho occasion. Fol- 
lowing that, with others, hi) went to Now 
York oily nnd enlisted in the Ninth Nvw 
York militia, going into Company A. 


"H was generally thought then," said 


Mr. Fnwtor, "that tho war would only 
last a few weeks, thnt 
tho rebellion 


would be speedily crushed, and we all 
enlisted, so it wns Rtnt>d in tho enlist- 
ment pnpor wo signed, 'for n month, two 
mouths, or during tho war.' Tho latter 
elausc li.im.d us for during the war. 
There were no re-enlistments as was the 
case with other regiments." 


The regiment was assigned to service 


with tlie army of the Potomac. 
Mr. 


Foster carried a knapsack as a privato 
until December of 18(12. 
Thfn lie wns 


lying severely wounded nt tho battle of 
Fredoriokshurg in the hospital whcu his 
commission as second lieutenant reached 
him. 
Ho vas jn the battles also at Har- 


per's Forry, Cedar Mountain, Antietam, 
Chnneollorftville, second Bull Run, Rap- 
palmnnock and Geti,ysburg. At the lat- 
ter battle he, wns on the staff of Gen. 
Reynolds, who commanded the left wing 
of the armv. 


Soon aftrr he was promoted to the po- 


sition of captain of his company Ml old 
wound broke out again so seriously that 
it incapacitated him for army serric* 
nnd he resigned. 
Then tie returned to 


New York and engaged in business. In 
1870 
ho came to Indiana and in 1877 to 


Fort Wayne. 


Loyal to American Flag. 


t'ndouhtsdly there are other veteran 


soldiers of the wnr of the rebellion now 
living in Fort Wayne, who participated 
in the battle of Gettysburg, but, in th* 
hanty preparation of thin article, th« 
writer bait not boen able to lecure theiri 
names. 
However, they must be 


few, 
for Indiana only had two regimcnta 


on the Ott/ysburg battlefield and neitlwr 
of these was recruited in tlio vicinity of 
Fort Wayne. 


And then, too. it is only of the surviv- 


ing veterans in Fort Wnyno in that dead- 
ly battle, of I8C3 that we are writing. A 
hnlf century of years has passed since 
then. 
The- rnnks of tho, old soldiers ar« 


thinning rapidly. Only a comparatively 
few arc loft wit/h us. With tho passing 
of tho years tho animosity BJid bitter- 
ness of 1801-05 havo disappeared. 
Now 


wo are n united nation and both tfia 
hoyn in blue and the boys in gray ao- 
knowlodgo alloginncc to one flog, that 
flag tho loved stars and stripes. 


When these, veterans meet

coming first week in next July at Gettys- 
burg there "will be many sucli scenes as 
that represented in the leading illuatai- 
tion in this article—the grasping of 
hands of those who fifty years ago wore 
tho Union and the Confederate soldier* 
and lighting each other on bloody battl*- 
fields.

Washington Man Most Remarkable Outlaw of Modern Times 


For Three Years He Ter- 


rorized a Country the Size 
of Ohio, and, Trapped at 
Last, He Died in Rifle 
Duel With Representative 
of the Law.

Montesano, Wash., May 17.—A tiny

That brain cell 
murdered eight men, terrorized a terri- 
tory the size of Ohio and cost a county 
thousands of dollars.

John Tornow, the "beast man of the 


Olympic mountains," died as he had

The 
madman, who 


for three years held the wilderness of 
western Washington against the forces 
of law and order, -A^S killed the other 
day in a battle with three men, two of 
whom were slain. 


John lornow was in manj- respects 


the most remarkablo outlaw of modern 
times. 
Born on a ranch, in the upper 


Satsop valley, in the heart of the for- 
est, Tornow begun at the age of 12 to 
spend his time in the woods. 


He hated tho routine and discipline 


of the farm. 
His hair and whiskers 


were lonfr and matted. 
The skin of 


his neck anci cheeks, where they showed, 
was almost black and crusted and scal- 
ing. 
His hands were like talons, his 


finger nails like claws. 


His riua lay 
beside 
him—the rifle 


with which he killed Lathrop and Blair, 
who ,av nearby. There is one cartridge 
left in tha magazine. 


Tornow had but 
few friends 
and 


ehunned society, and of women he said: 


"They talk too much." 
He would disappear from home and 


be gone for months at a time, 
lie 


pained a marvelous skill with the rifle. 
Many etories are told by men who 
have hunted with him of his prowess. 


He once put five bullets into a run- 


ning dear—in an area no larger than a 
silver half-dollar. 


Tornow had one friend in the world 


—an old, 
crickety, 
rheumatic hound. 


During ont of his long absences, his 
older brother, Ed, wont hunting. 
The 


hound, too old to travel far in the brush, 
became exhausted. Ed, a. matter-of-fact 
fanner, shot the animal rather than 
carry it home. 


Fate playod a trick. 
Ed, returning 


hobmo, found John, who had come for

She Fought a Lone Fight 


and a Game Fight, But 
She Finally Gave It Up 
Because Her Own Sex 
Wouldn't Help Her. 


Daly City. Cal., April 17.—Miss Clara 


A. Jess, the first woman ever appointed 
to a judicial position in California, has 
resigned after a year in office. 


Miss Jess is uncertain whether wom- 


en are fundamentally unfitted for the 
duties of judge, but she is very certaiu 
that "under present conditions'" most 
of them are not. 
It seems to be the 


"conditions" which caused most of the 
trouble. 
Miss Jess found ramifications 


of politics, petty intrigue, conspiracies 
to defeat justice and clashes of self- 
interests which she had never suspected 
before. 


"I didn't know what I was getting 


into," she said. 


Miss Jess sent only one man to jail, 


and he was sentenced for only one day, 
but he was the town marshal and he 
brought suit ^-:~^ her for 525,000 for 
false imprisonment. 
This was the di- 


rect cause of her resignation. 


The court room where Miss .less ad- 


ministered justice is a barn-like struc- 
ture with chinks in the walls, a pine 
bench, an encrusted ink stand and a 
half dozen crippled pens that splutter 
all over the paper. Her home, where 
she told of her experience, is an im- 
maculate little 
cottage, 
with gravel 


waBts and prim little beds of candy 
uft and torget-me-nots. There wns a 
•ood fire inside, a 'white, wooly doc 
ay on the rug, and Miss Jess wns busy 
d'judicatinu the problem of whether it 
hould be steak or pork chops for din- 
er, her mother appearing as advocate 
or the steak. 


Th«ro w»s none of 
the proverbial 


eminine discoursiveness in Miss Jess' 
tear statement of the causes of her 
esignation; but wait— 
"I'd given lots of warrants to Panke- 
dcz when he wanted them, so when 


wanted 
him to 
serve this one, I 


bought he ought to do it even if I 
lad to send him to jail, BO 1 
" 


Then it WM necessary to go back 
0 the beginning. Joseph F. Pankewicz 
wat town marshal of Daily City. 
It 


was he who urged Miss Jess to accept 
he appointment at recorder, and they 
wera very friendly at first. 
Trouble 


began when Pankewicz 
wanted war- 


rants against persons in cases where 
Miss Jess thought their issuance was 
not justified and 
when he hesitated 


.bout 
serving 
them 
against 
others 


vhom sho thought 
should be prose- 


cuted. 


Miss Jess issued a warrant against 


Louis Rhcinlander, the village baker, 
n which he was charged with having 
obtained $100 by false pretenses. Pan- 
tewicz and Khcinlander were friends. 


"He just wouldn't serve it," said Miss 


Jess. "I kept at him and one Satur- 
day I §aw him sitting on a fence and 
1 knew that he had the warrant in his 
pocket. 


So I had him up for contempt of 


court. 
I told him he could pay a fine 


of $50 or go to jail for one day. 
Ho 


wouldn't pay, so I thought maybo ho 
didn't have $50, and told him he could 
50 for $25. He wouldn't 
pay that, 


eithci, BO I sent him to jail." 


Soon afterward Pankewicz filed luit 


against Miss Jess and Sheriff J. H. 
Mansfiflld asking $25,000 for false im- 
prisonment 
The court recently sus- 


tained Mansfield's demurrer to the com- 
plaint 'and Pankewicz appealed to the 
supreme court, which has not yet ren- 
dered a decision. 
Miss Jess' case is 


ntill pending in the San Matco county 
court.. 
This is only one of a number of cases

woman. They got a jury mnd« up of 
snloon men, nil friends of the man ac- 
cused, and the}- brought in a verdict 
of 'not guiltie.' 
That's the way they 


wrote it, too. Why, they can't even 
spell." 


Miss Jess1 general ideas of women's 


fitness for the ermine are not yet clear- 
ly 
formulated. She wants' time to 


think it over. She is clear on one thing 
—the women did aot give her proper 
support. 
i 


"I think the women liked me indi- 


vidually," sho said, "but they didn't 
give me any organized support. If they 
had been behind me it would have been 
different. 
They hardly ever came to 


the courtroom. Two or throe of them 
cnme once ami heard something shock- 
ing, and they declared they'd never go 
to such a place again." 


"Are women tempernmentnlly or in- 


tcllcrlunlly unfiltrd for Mich a posi- 
tion?" Miss .less was asked. 


"Ko." she replied thoughtfully, "not 


if they had the support which men 
would got. It's doubtful whether they 
could stnnd the nervous strain. There's 
nothing in their impulses or emotions 
to prevent them giving just as good dc- 
ci.'iionM :ifl nirn.

Patrick (iulvin and Nelson Smith, of 


Picrceton, applied for license, ircnewals 
at tho last meeting of thn Kosciuwko 
county commissioners nnd the. licenses 
\vere not granted because, the "drys" 
contested the -election on the, ground 
that four illegal rotes were. cast. 


Tho eleotimi took placo April 2 and 


was won by the. "we.ta" by-the narrow 
margin of two votes. Monday, May 19, 
wan set for tho time for deciding the 
contest. 
' 


The saloon licenses expired on May 


fl. but the saloons remained open. the, 
proprietors basing their right to operate 
upon a law -passed by the last legisla- 
ture. They were advised to keep open 
by their attorneys, \vlio declare that the, 
law giv?,8 saloon men who a.pply -for 
renewals tho right to kee.p open until 
the rennwal is granted or refused by the 
commissioners. Thn-"drys" declar« that 
the law applies only to cases where, the, 
tight is about granting a renewal and 
does not include, cases where, the, fight i» 
about a contested election. 


They say that if the contest is de- 


cided in favor of the "drys" the town- 
ship will ho "dry." and the saloon men 
will ho guilty of tho double charge of 
operating without ». license, and of oper- 
ating in territory where, saloons are 
prohibited. Tho saloon keepers are, pre- 
pared to fight, the case, to the. end.

Much credit was due Mr. Roose- 
velt in closing ,the Russio-.Iapanese war 
in l!'0.r>. but. we must nnt overlook the 
fart, that hankers refused to float fur- 
ther loans to either nation after about 
SI.Snn.nOO.000 had beoji spent in the con- 
flict.

peace day. May eighteenth."

preceding year the Czar of Russia sent 
a letter to" all the nations represented at

The czar stated In his letter that in 
the best interests of humanity, tho na- 
tions ought to restrict themselves in the 
spending of such vast sums of money 
for armies and navies. The Hague was 
chosen as the best place for such a con- 
ference. 
Every nation invited to the 


conference sent delegates. 
Many of the 


world's best diplomats gathered on May 
18th, 1890, to discuss plans for the pre- 
vention of war. 
A second conference 


was held in 1007. 


"The conference of 1809 devoted its 


time to humanizing war, and making 
rules of war morn clear and concise and 
binding. They assumed that war was 
to continue, and yet began to lay the 
foundations of substitutes that would 
servo the world in impartiality. 


'What were these, substitutes sug- 


gested? 
The creation of an interna- 


tional court to meet at The Hague. A 
commission of inquiry to ascertain facts 
before hostilities should begin. 
And 


the permission of a neutral nation to 
offer mediation after thn war had <tt- 
gun, which President Roosevelt did in 
the, 
Russio-.Tnpancse war, thus bring-

"The board of trustees consists of 


twenty-seven men. 
The endowment is 


$11,5(10,000 worth of bonds, the revenue 
of which is to be administered in »uch 
movements a* the trustees deem wise 
for the abolition of war. When war has 
ceased the trustees are instructed to; 
banish the next greatest evil and curse 
to humanity, whose banishment would , 
advance world-wide happlneii. Through 
the Carnegie foundation, peac» among 
the nations has become a positive sub- 
ject of international regulation. 


What is Recommended. 


"At present the international arbitra- 


tion commission recommends, 


"1. The establishment of a 
general 


arbitration treaty 
among all nations, 


pledging reftrence of all disputes of in- 
ternational interest to tho world court. 


"2. The establishment of a utatcd 


world confrreas, at present advisory, but 
gradually to develop into a coda of in- 
ternational law. 


"3. The commission recommends grad- 


ual proportional disarmament. 
Thus 


relieving the nations of the awful bur- 
dens described a few minutes ago. 


"4. Also to maintain a small interna- 


tional police force large enough to care 
for the property and honor of nations 
against the encroachments of barbarous 
and semi-barbarous 
nations, ambitious 


princes, hot-headed diplomats, etc., etc. 


"The most 
important 
prospect for 


permanent peace lies in the fact that 
there has been a long avoidance of war 
between those nations which stand fore- 
most in civilization. It has been over 
forty years since there has been war be- 
tween Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Russia, Italy, Austria and the United 
States.. Next year Great Britain and the 
United States are to celebrate the cen- 
tennial of peace. 


"In closing this address, permit me to 


appeal to your better judgment. In the 
Brst place we hope that the day of war 
is past. Of course nations will continue 
to have troubles just as individuals have 
troubles in business relations. The in- 
ternational congress of arbitration shall 
have the right and power to determine 
the right and wrong of each case anc 
the nations involved must abide by the 
decisions, just as individuals are com- 
pelled to do so.

The Hague Conference. 


This first Hague conference was called 


the Maijna Oiarta of International Law. 
The second conefrencc, comprised all the 
civilized nations of the world. It created 
an (international judicial court modeled 
after our supreme court jjf th« United 
States. It advanced from voluntary to 
compulsory arbitration. 
It 
abolished 


from three of the, five continent* the 
powe.r of nations to collect debts against 
any government by force. It took tho 
conference of 1915 out of tho hands of 
the l'/ar of Russia nnd placed it in the 
hands of an international committee. 
There are now 45 nations represented in 
this congress. 
The international court 


consists of 
fifteen 
judges, with one 


judge for each of the following nations; 
Oreat Britain. France, Germany, Russia, 
Austria, Italy, .Tnpan and the United 
Pt.at.es. The remaining 37 are to have a 
rotary system. 
This caused great com- 


motion for a time, but is working out 
satisfactorily. 


"Of very recent date we, have all 


watched with intense interest the in- 
fluence of this tribunal on Russia, Aus- 
tria, Bulgaria, Turkey and Montenegro.

This space give* 
accommodation for confederates and en- 
nbles the performer to make startling il- 
lusions. 
P>y the use of mirrors other il- 


lusions arc created, as when the audience 
is under the impression that it is looking 
at the legs of a table and can sec what is 
going on beneath it, when, in reality, 
it is merely looking at a reflection of the 
legs and of the table, the body of the lady 
whose bead appears above the table being 
hidden behind the mirror instead of having 
had the bend severed from it.

235 BUSHELS OF CORN ON AN ACRE. 


W. Parker, Jr., Woodland, N. C., a Young 


Prize-Winning Com Grower, Tells How He 
Produced His Enormous Corn Yields. 


In the Spring of 1909 I selected an 


acre of land upon my father's farm 
to plant in corn for the Hertford 
County Boys* Corn Club contest. 
I 


plowed the land ten Inches deep, hav- 
ing pre-vlously spread broadcast ten 
wagou-loads of stable manure. I then 
ran off the rows 4 feet apart, listed 
eam^ two furrows to each row, about 
the 15th of April. The 1st of May I 
planted the corn—Biggs and Honey- 
cutt varieties mixed. 
I used $9.60 


worth of fertilizer, one-half used In 
drill when planted and the other half 
used beside the corn at the second 
cultivation. 
The fertilizer used was 


17 per cent acid phosphate, cotton- 
seed meal and kalnit in equal parts. 


We had excessive rains throughout 


May, June, and the flrst of July, which 
drowned my corn, and Its yield was 
only 67j/£ bushels, which won flrst 
county prize, however. 
The entire 


cultlvatloa was done with a flve-hoe 
cultivator and a Climax cotton plow 
run very shallow. 


In December, 1909, I selected an 


acre of land on the same farm, spread 
broadcast eight wagon-loads of stable 
manure and bedded the land up. 
breaking same twelve inches deep. 
Then I took wing off of plow and ran 
two furrows In the bottom of the row 
between the corn beds from 8 to 10 
Inches deap- 


About February 1, 1910. I reversed 


the beds, breaking same from 12 to 14 
Inches deep, and ran two centre sub- 
soil furrows, 8 to 10 inches deep, be- 
tween the beds, as in December. 


I opened the beds the 25th of April 


and planted corn about six Inches be- 
low the level of the bed, using in the 
lame furrow 400 pounds of cotton- 
seed meal, acid phosphate, and 2-8-2 
guano mixed in equal parts. I used 
the "Biggs seven-ear corn," planted 
with a Centennial planter. 
As soon 


as the corn was large enough to cul- 
tivate I used tho flve-hoe cultivator. 
At the second cultivation I used 100 
pounds of nitrate of soda in a shallow 
furrow 
beside tho corn and 
split 


middle with flve-hoe cultivator. About 
ten days later I used 100 pounds of 
nitrate of soda In the other row, used 
as stated above, which was the last 
cultivation. 
I gave the corn two 


thorough cultivations with flvo-hoo 
cultivator and two with cotton plow, 
running very shallow each time. 


I planted the corn 18 inches In the 


drill, two to four grains In each hill, 
and harvostcd 132J4 bushels of corn, 
which was tho largest yield In my dis- 
trict. I hsd what I considered Ideal 
seasons, and found that I made a big 
mistake by planting my corn too far 
apart In the drill and too few stalks 
In the hill. Therefore. I resolved to 
try to plant 1911 crop thicker in the 
drill and have my rows 3 feet 10 in- 
ches apart. Instead of 4 feet, as In 
1909 and 1910.

I could not cultivate It any more, and 
It was really difficult to walk through 
it. 
Howover, I have carried out the 


Instructions and methods advocated 
by the Farmers' Cooperative Demon- 
stration Work, with the exception of 
doing the subnolllng in tho spring in- 
stead of the fall. 
After the corn was 


planted I did not use any Implement 
in-the cultivation except tho harrow 
and light cultivator running very 
shallow. 


I am happy to say that tho result 


was the largest yield ever known t 
this section, 235.C bushels field meas 
uremont. making 195 bushels of dry 
shelled corn. I am satisfied that It Is 
possible to grow 250 bushels of corn 
on one aero of land, and I propose to 
work toward this end. My corn only 
cost me 24 cents per bushel, which 
shows the ylold was the result of good 
methods, and not the extravagant use 
of commercial fertilizer.
